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FAVORABLE CONDITIONS 


The crop report issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agrculture at the end of last 
week encouraging, and showed con- 
ditions nerally in Alberta to be fairly 
favorable at the close of the wheat seed- 
ing season 

Scattered showers, though light, were 
reported from the southern and south- 
ections of the province, though 
there in the central and more northerly 
sections, heavy rain would be welcomed 
and is in places needed badly. The mois- 
ture supply was apparently the least satis- 
factory feature of the situation. 
is reassuring to learn that soil-drift- 
ing has not oceurred generally enough or 
seriously enough to create a difficulty, 
and that few fields have had to be re- 
sown, In places a few miles from Ed- 
monton, ditches filled with drift have in- 
dicated that in parts where the soil is 
lighter and trees absent re-seeding would 
be necessary on a large scale. 

Only light damage was reported from 
the activities of wire-worms and cut- 
worms, This is a pleasing disappoint- 
ment, since official warnings had been re- 
peatedly given that the cut worm ravages 
would be worse this year than last unless 
heavy rains fell during the = spring 
months, in southeastern Alberta and 
southwestern Saskatchewan particularly. 


A NEGATIVE VIRTUE 


Most of the tariff increases introduced 
in the new budget apply only to the inter- 
mediate and general schedules, the Bri- 
tish preferential rates on the commodities 
named being left at the levels to which 
they were hoisted by the “emergency tar 
iff’ last fail. That virtuous omission will 
meet with general approval. 

Just what the concession will amount 
to in stimulating larger trade with Bri- 
tain and the other dominions is not imme 
diately apparent It is to be surmised 
there will be no great inundation of the 
Canadian market by British and dominion 
goods in consequence of it, 

The principle has been laid down that 
a Canadian dollar spent for British goods 
which could be produced in Canada is as 
really lost a though the dollar were 
spent in a foreign country The commo- 
cities affected, aside from tropical pro 
ducts, may therefore be supposed to be 
such as we do not import in large quanti- 
ties from other parts of the Empire 

But at least this gesture preserves 
the appearance It invites Britain and 
the dominions to send us goods, whether 
or not they have those particular kinds of 
goods to sell. That is important, even if 
it does not mean much in terms of larg- 
er trade. If nothing more, it will avoid 
giving cause for further offence in Britain 
and other dominions, wher Canada’s 
trade policy seems to be already sufficient- 
ly unpopular 


COAL CONSUMERS PROTEST 


Ontario and Quebec, it is said in 
Ottawa despatches, do not take kindly to 
the new tariff of 40 cents a ton on anthra 
cite coal, There is less concern about the 
increased duties on bituminous coal and 
coke, since it is the industrial establish 
ments that use these brands of fuel and 
will have to foot the bill. But anthracit« 
is the standard fuel for domestic heating 
and house-holders are represented to bi 
pretty generally up in arms 

The point of their complaints, accord 
ing to the despatches, is that the anthra- 
cite duty is a useless impost, since it will 
“not benefit Canadian miners by a singk 
ton’. if that is the notion that prevails 
in those provinces, it is easier to under- 
stand the house-holder’s protest than his 
blank ignorance of the fuel question 

Anthracite coal happens to be the one 
and only kind of coal with which there is 
a chance that Alberta coal can compete 
in Ontario. The tax on anthracite is th« 
only one of the duties that will be of any 
particular value to Alberta mines, and 
if it is at all effective it will mean

Members of the Manitoba wheat pool 
decided that if anyone is to speculate with 
their grain this year they prefer to do it 
themseives 

The locals yoted last week, in overt 
whelming majority, that the pool is to 


ing as he chooses, pool his wheat in the | 
ordinary way and accept the initial pay 
ment, or he may demand that the pool 
buy the wheat outright and pay him the 
full market price at the time of delivery, 

Holding wheat for a better price 1s 
speculating, whether the holding is don 
by the grower, by the pool, or by a pri- 
vate dealer. The Manitoba pool member 
will have the option of selling outright 
when he wants to, or if turning his wheat 
over to the pool to be sold when the man- 
agement thinks best. If his wheat is held 
it will be held either by himself or by the 
pool under his instructions, 

Evidently the choice was to “broad- | 
en out” the pool in this way or to invite | 
an avalanche of contract-breaking under | 
pressure of necessity. Pool members in | 
large numbers require the whole proceeds | 
from their crop as early as they can make | 
a sale. Men so situated are hardly free | 
agents in the matter of keeping a con 


tract to pool their wheat and accept time 
payments for it. 

All that of course is the business of 
the pool members. But the Manitoba tax- 
payer is also concerned, and will probably 
approve the decision, This means that the 
pool will carry on, that its members will | 
stay members, and that the losses of last | 
year may be worked off by future earn- 
ings. If the members had been forced to 
“bolt” in large numbers, the taxpayers | 
would have to make good the pool guaran- 
tee and foot the bill of losses.

Question: Mrs, B. asks: “What ef nt) 
fect does the boiling of hard water 
have upon its drinking and cooking 


| qualities? Up to the present we have 


had to buy spring water.” 

Answer: Boiling the water does not 
have any particular effect upon its 
mineral content, only insofar as this 
content becomes greater in proportion 
to thé amount of water, due to the 
evaporation of pure steam, However 
the boelling does serve to protect the 
user against any organic contamina 
tion. which may be present, The best 
water for drinking purposes Is distilled 
water; that is, water which has been 
condensed from steam, as it does not 7 
conta'n any minerals, YT have not 
found spring water superior to ordin 
ary hydrant water for this purpose.”

Found guilty on the charge of 
shooting at Detective Sergeant H, 
G, Petheram, and also on the 
charge of having a gun in his pos- 
session, and having pleaded guilty 
to five charges of uttering forged 
cheques, Henry Poffenroth, 26-year- 
old Calgary gunman, who has al- 
ready served five years in the peni- 
tentiary and six months in a pro- 
vincial jail, was this afternoon sen- 
tenced to 6% years in the penitenti- 
ary. However, as the sentences im- 
posed run concurrently, he will only 
serve 10 years, 

Poffenroth was given 10 years on 
the shooting charge, 10 years on 
each of the forgery charges, aud 
two years on the gun charge, He 
was given a verbal castigation by 
Mr. Justice Boyle, who stated that 
had the law allowed he would have 
had no hesitation in adding the 
lash to the penitentiary terms in- 
flicted on the young thug. 


Taking the sland on his own behalf 
accused gave a vehement denial to the 
charge that he had shot at Detective 
Herbert Petheram with intent to dis- 
able,
